men's compensation ins u r a n c e 
rates which will result in a saving 
of an estimated '$320,000 annually 
for Nebraska employers.

The new rates were filed by the

expenses must exceed three per 
cent of the income to be deducta- 
ble 


4. New tax rules provide a lib- 


eralization of taxing meals and 
lodging by employees for schools, 
hospitals and institutions. 


5. Child care expense can be de- 


ducted in limited cases. 
"6. Anyone receiving 
dividends 


has a $50 dividend exclusion. And 
there is credit on dividends re- 
ceived after July 31st. 


Salaries Deducted 


A major change in partnerships 


under the Revenue Code provides 
that a partnership now does not 
terminate on the death of the 
partner. Another important change, 
Johnson said, is that salaries can 
now be deducted for retired part- 
ners in a partnership, but there 
are no deductions for profit shar- 
ing trusts and pension trusts for 
partners.

Rarely does it happen that on the same day, 


two staunchly Republican papers could oifer 
their readers such a wide variance in viewpoint 
in the lead editorials, 


Here is the Christian 
Science Monitor, 


•taunchly an administration supporter, decrying 
the fact that the conservative wing will go to 
the length, possibly, of clinging to its owa posi- 
tion'at the \risk of defeating the party's candi- 
date for the Senate. Says the Monitor: 


"The remarkable but reckless valor of the 


extreme right wing ot the Republican party 
continues to be one of the marvels of the Amer- 
ican political scene. The drive of some Repub- 
licans to defeat Clifford Case, the Republican 
party's primary nominee for senator in New 
Jersey, is only the clearest current example. .. . 
When questioned as to reasons for their posi- 
tion, they often reply: 'Defeating left-wingers 
will prove that the party must return to a 
sound conservative position. That is the only 
way we can bring out the stay-at-home Repubr 
lican vote and reclaim the nation.' " 


By contrast, the Omaha World-Herald, be- 


moaning the fact that Voter Joe Doakes hasn't 
a chance to make any sense out of the congres- 
sional campaign of 1951 because party labels pro- 
vide only.vague and inconclusive clues, has this 
to say about New Jersey: 


"In New Jersey, the me-too Republicans 


dredged up and nominated a candidate for the 


Senate who repot tedly is as much New Dealer 
as bis New Deal opponent. Down in Kentucky 
incumbent Sen. Cooper is running against Albea 
Barkley, the former .ce president, and if there 
are any ideological differences between them, 
they are not visible to the naked eye. People 
in thos* states and some others face a hard 
choice, and there are indications thousands of 
them won't bother to vote." 


The Herald thinks Nebraskans are a little 


more "fortunate because both Kebraska candi- 
dates for the Senate—Carl Curtis and Roman 
Hruska—supporters of the late Hugh Butler-^ 
generally vote with the, conservative bloc. Is 
that good for Nebraska? 


It is a strange atmosphere nationally—a party 


torn squarely down the middle in less than two 
years after it took over—divided1—and unable 
to attain a common ground. 


But even stranger than the situation to which 


the Monitor directs attention is the blanket ap- 
peal of the President to vote for a party 
label in the congressional elections—regardless 
of whether the party label shares the admin- 
istration's view or is in deep conflict with it. 
That is the only way he can win, the President 
wants the voter to understand. He cannot win 
that way—he did not win that way when it 
came to the deliberations of the 83rd Congress. 
The only time he won was when he attracted, 
support from those v/ho shared his views, re-, 
gardless of party labels.

A. L. Miller of Kintball, has put himself squarely 
in the center of a mounting controversy in his 
sharp, blunt defense of the Eisenhower power 
policy. Miller, who heads the House Committee 
on Interior and Insular Affairs, made public a 
letter he had written to J. E. Smith, president 
of the National Rural Electric Co-operative As- 
sociation. 


• Smith had written a letter of protest to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower taking issue with the admin- 
istration's announced power policy as outlined 
in a recent speech at the McNary Dam in 
Oregon. It constituted, Smith said, "a serious 
blow to the rural electrification program " To 


which Sep. Miller replied 
that "the hard core" of the 
National Rural Electric Co- 
operative Association "seems 
to be made up a small group 


of Socialists who would like ... to make govr 
ernment responsible for the production and sale 
of power to every home." • Of course, what Mr. 
Smith was writing about was the American farm 
home, a relatively small portion of the millions 
of urban and rural homes in the United States. 
And as the representative of a state devoted 


- wholly to public power. Mr. Miller's- obvious an- 
ger is somewhat surprising, granting that what 
is good for rural Nebraska may not be good for 
every section of the United States. Miller con- 
cludes his reply to Smith with these words: 
"Thank goodness, the small REA's. as I know 
them in'Nebraska and Wyoming, do not share 
your socialistic views for America." We have 
no knowledge what Smith's view are. But if he 
favors a public power program for the rural 
electric co-operatives which comprise the mem- 
bers of his association, then he "is advocating 
nothing that Nebraskans 'are not already 
ing to light the farm homes of this state..

Mr. Miller, we trust, is not wholly unaware 


that within Nebraska thousands of rural electric 
consumers, members of the RE A districts here, 
have been apprehensive over the present trend 
revealed by the Eisenhower power policy. He 
had or should have had first-hand knowledge of 
the concern over the building of a transmission 
line from Gavins Point to Bclden. But, name- 
calling in the. long-run is not going to get any 
place. 


* 
To all appearances the administration is mov- 


ing toward a showdown in its announced power 
policy. In "Washington, seasoned, experienced 
Columnist Doris Fleeson wrote that "A modest, 
unassuming Mississippian has shaken to its 
foundations the much-vaunted Eisenhower power 


policy of partnership be- 
tween the government and 
private enterprise on which 
the President is risking so 
much. In his soft-spoken 


testimony before a Senate judiciary subcommit- 
tee, J. D. Stitenroth. former secretary-treasurer 
of the Mississippi Power and Light Company, 
made it absolutely certain that the nest Con- 
gress, whether it be Republican or Democrat, 
will have an investigation of the power industry. 
Not only the controversial Dixon-Yates con- 
tract but the whole question of the efficacy of 
the public xitility holding act will be an issue. 
With the momentum achieved now, it easily 
could rival the dramatic public utility inquiries 
during the early days of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. This is an amazing reversal of the most 
favorable climate for the public utilities since 
the depression. It may prove that they have 
made too much hay while the sun shone. From 
his iodide knowledge, he (Stitenroth) testified 
that Dixon-Yates —promoted and defended by 
President Eisenhower as an example of free 
enterprise—is virtually risk-proof. . . . They are 
being guaranteed a 9 per cent return on their 
investment." 


We had a partnership here in Nebraska with 


the federal government In the development of 
this state's public power program. Uncle Sam 
initially provided the food?, toe bulk of which 
ultimately win be paid back through a long- 
term amortized debt program. There is noth- 
ing aew im the term, ''partnership,*' with the 
federal government. That has been the basis of 
rpdaroatfoB «fevelopment for years. The orty 
thi»c MW fa Out mdtr the interpretatioB now 
give* it, the private utilities moved in and »n- 
•fertMk «• take over, jost as they dU on a 
limilec scale in TV A and as they are attempt- 
ing to 4* In other parts of the country. 


The Star's farm editor, Clark observed that 
during past years when there were no crop al- 
lotments and Ranting was pretty much up to the 
decision of the planter, only 25 per cent of Ne- 
braska's farmers applied for federal corn loans. 
But for the 1954 irop under severe 'acreage re- 
strictions and other limitations, about 50 per 
cent of the state's farmers planted in com- 
pliance. 


At first glance, that makes the f«rmer appear 


inconsistent. 
If he wishes to be free from 


austere government regulation why does he 
crowds into the farm program when it grows 
severe, and give it the back of his hand when 
it is benevolent' 


If he is said to be restive and out of sym- 


pathy with the Republican treatment of the 
farmer, why does he seemingly endorse the 
Benson program by widespread participation 
in it? 


Does his actions belie his words?" 
The answers here do no,t run parallel to 


surface manifestations but the phenomenon of 
high participation under austerity uncovers some 
interesting but seldom analyzed facts about the 
relationship between the farmer and his federal 
program and also the personal interests of both 
parties which in some instances are more self- 
protecting than mutual. 


Obviously the farmer has moved into com- 


pliance because he needs crop loans to protect 
him from a possible falling market. He is re- 
luctant to go out on the open market both be- 
cause of penalties in the law against practicing 
free enterprise and because he needs even as 
low a parity as 82^> per cent as a stop loss 
against an open market which he fears might 
fall well belcw that figure. 
So he is in the 


program, whether he likes it or not. 


The government on the other - hand is not 


thinking about the welfare of tfte farmer when 
it reduces parity price from 90 to 82Vz per cent. 
It already has a surplus and doesn't wish more 
of the same. Obviously against a falling market 
the government would wind up the owner of 
more grain from unpaid loans at 90 ~ per cent 
of parity than 82Va per cent. 


There are some interesting facts in the basic 


interplay of parity, crop loans and federal- 
farmer relationships. 
Separating the relation- 


ship into its distinct parts and endeavoring to 
debate the relative merits of the parts is a 
politician's delight, but an unrealistic approach. 


Much is said about high rigid supports and 


flexible supports. But a fundamental fact re- 
mains. It is that if an agricultural program 
philosophy sincerely means to keep farm in- 
come in line with the price of things a farmer 
must buy, then it must maintain a parity figure 
big enough to get the job done. And if the gov- 
ernment means to assure the effectiveness of 
its parity, it must stand ready to lend up to that 
protective point. And then if it does not main- 


" tain the market price at the equivalent of parity 
it will become the receiver of the grain under 
foreclosed loans which is an important cause of 
federal surpluses. 


The three-legged race of falling farm prices 


- and declining parities is not a turning of the 


course toward a new form of agricultural sta- 
bility and -solvency. It is only the initial steps 
in what can develop into a complete flight from 
the entire principle of stability of agriculture. 
In the extreme, it will wind up in the ultimate 
return of the former tc the pre-1930 era when 
he had to dump his grain fresh from the separ- 
ator to the nearest elevator into a market glut 
at a depressed price—^oing so because he had 
to hasten to the bank to pay a loan so that 
within 30 days be could start borrowing again 
on his next year's production. 


The farm program as agricullure has known 


it .the past Uo decades functioned to rescue 
him from that sad and wasting vicious 
The essence of it has begun to change.

lands to private oil companies, 
you'll find the place like a tomb. 
^All you get are icy stares. Strict 
orders have been given that no in- 
terior department undrrling shall 
talk to a newspaperman. 


Reason 'is that generous Doug 


McKay, who has been more lavish 
with the public domain than any 
Secretary of the Interior since Al- 
bert Fall's day, almost ^ot t h e 
Eisenhower

stormy political water. 


The interior and iNavy depart- 


ments have 48,000,000 acres of 
oil land in Alaska, hitherto set 
aside for national defense, and Mc- 
Kay, 
together with undersecre- 


tary of Defense Bob Anderson, 
has proposed opening up the area 
to oil companies for private ex- 
ploration. 


What makes this so dynamite- 


laden from a political viewpoint 
ic, first, that many naval officers 
oppose it. So do Democratic con- 
gressmen and sone Republicans. 
Third, undersecretary Anderson, 
who first favored tne move as un- 
jsecretary of the..Navy, is himself 
an oilman. And though he is one 
of the most respected members of 
the cabinet, his position as former 
vice president of Associated Re- 
fineries in Texas and head of the 
Texas Mid-Continent Oil and Gas 
Association makes him vulnerable. 


HERBERT HOOVER JR. 


Finally and most important, it 


happens that the new undersecre- 
tary of state, Herbert Hoover Jr., 
has long been a director of Union 
Oil and president of United Geo- 
physical^ whicd has had a contract 
with the Navy for exploring Alas- 
kan oil lands. Hoover's company 
is more familiar with the where- 
abouts of oil in Alaska than any 
other. 


It also happens that Herbert 


Hoover jr., was one of the heavi- 
est contributors to Vice President 
Nixon's secret $18.000 personal ex- 
pense 
fund. Furthermore, 
i t 


doesn't look too good from a po- 
litical viewpoint that 15 of the 
secret doiiors^to Nixon's fund were 
oilmen. 


Another interesting point, 
as 


noted by the conservative New 
York Journal of Commerce, is 
that the oil companies got every 
law they wanted through the last 
Congress.

spot by the decision of their chief, 
Secretary Anderson, to get the 
Navy out of the Alaskan oi! lands. 
Cross-examined at a secret ses- 
sion of tfie House Armed Services 
Committee, Capt. R o b e r t H. 
Meade, thg Navy's expert, testi- 
fied: 


"There has been a reasonable 


chance' of finding a tremendous 
oil field. There is still a reason- 
able chance of finding a tremen- 
dous oil field. When we "stop, it is 
still possible that someone else, 
ourselves or someone depending 
on the national policy, of course, 
might find a very substantial oil 
field in that area."

Eleven men was indicted in a total of eight 'DUTK6 I 6Slll I6S 


and seven women were indicted 
Thursday by a federal gran-d 
jury investigating Federal Hous- 
ing Administration home improve- 
ment loans. 


A U. S. attorney said indictments 


against 100 others might follow. 


Thursday's action followed hard 


on the heels of Senate Banking 
Committee hearings here last week 
in, which most of those indicted tes- 
tified. One said he used~his loan 
to "pay off" his wife for a divorce; 
another that she didn't own the 
house on which she got an improve- 
ment loan. 


Indictment counts charge con- 


spiracy, false statements in loan 
applications, and filing of false cer- 
tificates s a y i n g 'jobs had been 
completed w h e n actually they 
hadn't been done. 


'Windfall' 


Detroit's indictments "bring to 148 


the number charged with law vio- 
lations since the Senate commit- 
tee, headed by Sen. Capehart (R- 
Ind), began its nationwide in- 
quiry. 


None here involved persons re- 


ceiving big "windfall" prof&s in 
construction of rental-housing proj- 
ects. One Detroit witness testified 
his FHA-guaranteed loans on four 
Maryland projects totaled a million 
dollars more than his construction 
costs. The committee classified the 
excess "a windfall profit." 


All those indicted Thursday were 


from Detroit or suburban Dear- 
born. Orrin C. Jones, assistant U.S. 
attorney who presented the cases 
to the grand jury, predicted more 
would'be involved, possibly 100. 


Those indicted were involved in 


loans totaling $13,725. 


AJack Chisik, 46, and Wallace F. 
Helies, 39, who operated separate 
Detroit home modernization and 
improvement businesses, w e r e 
among those indicted.

. . . Negroes Ousted From Classes 


MILFORD, Del. (*) - A newly- 


elected Milford Board of Educa- 
tion voted Thursday to remove 11 
Negro students from the re 
of 


the formerly all-white Milford High 
School and send them back to a 
Negro school "in the interest of 
the welfare of the children and the 
community as a • hole." 


The board's action, announced 


after an emergency executive ses- 
sion, was the latest move in a seg- 
regation struggle that developed in 
this Delaware community over the 
admission of the 11 Negro students 
to the high school hi keeping with 
the recent Supreme Court ruling 
that segregation in the nation's 
schools should end. 


Wagner P. Jackson of Wilming- 


ton, president of the local National 
Assn. for t h e Advancement of 
Colored People, denounced the ac- 
tion as a "shameful degrading 
spectacle of our duly constituted 
authority ignominiously surrender- 
ing, to the illegal actions of a law- 
less mob." He said the NAACP 
"refused to accept defeat b> mob 
rule and . . . we have already be- 
gun planning our next legal ac- 
tion " He declined to elaborate. 


The issue of whether the 11 


should attend classes with 1,500 
white students it the Milford High 
School had kept the" town and sur- 
rounding Delaware communities on 
tenterhooks for the past week. 


At one point the Milford school 


board resigned and the Milford 
schools, including the high school 
were taken over by the state board.

NWU Records 
17% Increase 
In Enrollment 


Enrollment at Nebraska Wes- 


leyan University this year shows 
a 17 per cent increase over the 
1953-54 total. There are 753 stu- 
dents enrolled at the school for 
the 1954-55 year, Chancellor ' A. 
Leland Forrest announced. 


The total was made public as 


part of the chancellor's annual 
address to the student body. He 
added that students this year rep- 
resent 24 states, six foreign coun- 
tries, and 21 religious faiths. 


"There is an increase in every 


class this year, most significantly 
in the sophomore and j u n i o r 
classes where, the retention of stu- 
dents over a year ago is higher 
than the average," Dr. Forrest 
stated. 


Freshman enrollment stands at 


300 as compared with 249 last 
year. There is also an increase in 
the campus veteran population— 
66 as compared with 43 last year. 
The senior class totals 80. 


"It is also interesting to note 


how the ratio between men and 
women has evened," Dr. Forrest 
observed. "A year ago we had a 
majority of 51 women. This year 
it has been reduced to 15."

In 
a letter to Mayor Clark Jeary, 
Harold E. Talbott, secretary, de- 
partment of Air Force, states that

Lincoln Base is conveyance to the 
government of all land necessary 
for the Base. 


Requires Vole 


"Of course," Jeary stated, "we 


always have and want to continue 
to co-operate with the Air Force 
but it would be impossible for the 
city to simply give away the base 
property. 
Disposal of the land 


would definitely require a vote of 
the people since the value of the 
property is more than" $10,000." 


The city charter was recently 


amended to permit the city's dis- 
posijion of land without a vote of 
the people and at private sale if 
the value of the land was not in 
excess of $10,000. 


The letter from Talbott also 


listed the following criteria needed 
foi a designation of permanency: 


1. An indication from the com- 


munity favoring the designation. 


2. An- space zoning to prevent 


the erection of hazards within the 
approaches to the base and to pre- 
vent the encroachment of unde- 
sirable industrial and commercial 
interests in the areas adjacent to 
the base.

Kefauver (D-Tenn) Thursday asked 
the Senate Anti-monopoly subcom- 
mittee to inform the Justice De- 
partment of what he suggested 
was "direct violation" of anti-mo- 
nopoly laws by a principal com- 
pany in the controversial Dixon- 
Yates power group. 


Kefauver said the subcommittee, 


of which he is a member, has 
heard testimony pointing to sever- 
al "apparent violations" of the 
Holding Company Act by Middle 
South Utilities, Inc. of New York. 
He said the data should be referred 
to both the Justice Department and 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission. 


Chairman Langer (R-ND) said 


the full five-man subcommittee 
would decide what action to take. 


The Holding Company Act, pass- 


ed in 1935, was designed to break 
up large public utility combines 
and to prevent holding companies 
from d r a w i n g excessive profits 
from subsidiaries. 


'Forgotten Law* 


Kefauver also demanded a full 


congressional probe of the admin- 
istration of what he called "this 
forgotten law." 


Middle South, which controls 


subsidiaries in three states, is one 
of two Dixon-Yates companies now 
negotiating with the Atomic Energy 
Commission to construct a 107-mil- 
lion - dollar power plant at West 
Memphis, Ark. The plant would 
furnish the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority 600,000 kilowatts of power 
for the Memphis, Tenn. area by 
1957, to replace TVA electricity 
switched to the Paducah, Ky 
atomic plant. 


J. D. Stietenroth, ousted secre- 


tary - treasurer of the Mississippi 
Power & Light Co.,, completed his 
third day of testimony Thursday. 
He has described what he called a 
"yoke of domination" held by Mid- 
dle South over the Mississippi con- 
cern, its wholly owned subsidiary. 


"Is not this," Kefauver asked,

Stietenroth's testimony is "an ad- 
ditional strong reason (why) the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
President Eisenhower should call 
off the Dixon-Yates contract."

AEC to conclude the contract de- 
spite sharp Democratic attacks.

JOE URGES SENATORS 
TO RESERVE JUDGMENT 


... May Demand Witnesses Be Called 


WASHINGTON (it—Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis.) served formal notice 


Thursday he will resist at length a special investigating committee's 
report urging the Senate to censure him on misconduct charges. 


Through his lawyer, 
Edward 


Bennett Williams, McCarthy sub- 
mitted to the committee a bill of 
exceptions announcing he will de- 
fend himself fully, and* seek to 
show "myriad precedents . . . 
countless precedents" to prove the 
committee was wrong in recom- 
mending censure. 


The document called on Senate 


members to reserve judgment— 
"avoid predilection and predispo- 
sition"—on the case unil the Sen- 
ate meets in extraordinary session 
Nov. 8 to act on the charges and 
hear his defense. 


McCarthy will -demand 


the right to call witnesses before 
the Senate remained undisclosed. 
Williams declined to discuss this 
as he handed reporters copies of 
the bill. 


No Watkins Comment 


Sen. Watkins (R-Utah), chair- 


man of a special committee of 
three republicans and three Demo- 
crats that recommended censure 
action after a public hearing of 
charges agains McCarthy, was not 
immediately available for com- 
ment. 


The Watkins committee recom- 


mended Monday that M cC a r t h y 
"should be censured" on three spe- 
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cific counts, and criticized him 
sharply on others. 


The committee decided McCar- 


thy had been "clearly conteihptu- 
ous" of, a Senate Elections sub- 
committee that investigated him in 
1952; had used language "unworthy 
of a member^ of this body" in a 
denunciation of Sen. Hendrickson 
(R-NJ) for signing that subcom- 
mittee's report, and bad subjected 
Brig. Gen. Ralph *W. Zwicker to 
"inexcusable" abuse. 


The bill of exceptions rejected 


each of these charges. Williams 
said it outlined "in a most genera' 
sort "of way" the defense McCarthy 
will enter before the full Senate. 


The bill noted that Watkins, in 


presiding at nine days of public 
hearings, had barred the citing of 
other senators' conduct as prece- 
dent for McCarthy's actions. 


"All of this evidence . . can and 


will be developed, however, in the 
defense of this case on the floor of 
the Senate," it added.
